William French joined Phillips, Son & Neale just prior to the 1939-45 War 
and, after distinguished War Service, joined Phillips’ sister Company 
Glendining & Coin Argyll Street in 1946. Shortly afterwards, he took over 
direction of the Company from Mr Douglas Glendining. 


In the last forty years, Mr French has been an almost legendary figure in 
the world of numismatic auctioneering and has handled many major 
collections including those of Capt. Paget (1946), V. J. Ryan in 1950, 
H. A. Parsons (1954) and Lady Duveen in 1964. The most important 
collection which he sold so successfully in several auctions was that of 
Richard Cyril Lockett (June 1955 through October 1961). More recently, 
the Pridmore Collection (1981-83), in 1985 he handled the C. G. Gifford 
Collection and the sale of the Nicholson VC for a record £110,000 in 1984. 


All those who met Bill French benefitted by his incredibly shrewd judge- 
ment of coins, of people and of problems. He was a thoughtful, decisive 


man whose rostrum skills were of a very high order. 


We, his colleagues at Blenstock House, shall miss him as a friend as well as 
a specialist with enormous depth and breadth of expertise. 


Our sympathy goes out to his devoted widow, his children and grand- 
children.

FOREWORD 


The present catalogue consists, for the greater part, of two collections, one of silver 
coins, the other copper. Although, in some respects, quite different, each in their 
own way represent the mainstream of British collecting in recent years at it’s best. 
Both collections have, very obviously, been formed with care, discernment and, 
above all, enthusiasm: with an eye for the delight and beauty of coins in superb 
condition but also an understanding of rarity. The sale commences with a collection 
of Halfcrowns and Florins formed by a Middlesex collector over the last thirty years 
and includes pieces from such important sales as Checkley and Lord Hamilton, 
though rather more, perhaps, were bought on the London market from the 
traditional trade sources or have come from anonymous sales. The quality is 
generally very high and it is pleasing to see a collection where so few coins have 
been cleaned. A particular love of the vendor was the Gothic Florin — one of 
William Wyon’s most attractive designs — and these are well represented, and 
include a number of rare patterns and proofs as well as a good run of dates and 
varieties struck for circulation. These have been catalogued according to M. J. 
Dickinson’s important revisions and additions to the fourth edition of The English 
Silver Coinage from 1649,' the most up-to-date survey of the series. 

The next section consists mainly of English milled coins, and although not large 
this includes, together with proof sets of George IV and William IV, a number of 
choice pieces. This is followed by a collection of copper Halfpennies from Charles 
II to George III. Copper coins, the humble workhorses of the currency, have 
always had a special following and the present collection, the property of a 
Lancashire collector, although a modest one by some standards, 1s a first class one 
of its kind and fully reflects the vendor’s understanding of this specialised field.

Slightly rubbed on high points, better than very fine, toned, 
nice patina, with faint traces of original lustre within some letters. 


1675 (BMC 516). Some detail not fully struck up, but with virtually no wear 
and otherwise extremely fine, toned and of pleasing colour, rare in this 
State. 


James IT (1685-1688) 


1686 (final 6 over 8?), struck in tin with a copper plug (BMC —), With a 
patch of corrosion on obverse beside and on the rim (9 o'clock), and 
some blisters elsewhere, otherwise extremely fine, with an excellent 
portrait, reverse very fine. Ex §.C.A. 20, lot 343. 


Edge inscriptions on the English tin coinage are notoriously difficult to read with 
accuracy because of the disastrous effects of corrosion. The state of the edge of the 
present coin is above average and while there can be little doubt that the final figure is 
a six also clearly seen, under magnification, is what appears to be the semi-circular 
upper segment of an eight—too well formed to be simply a fortuitous blister—which 
joins the extended upper limb of the six. Presumably an eight was punched in error 
on one of the steel bars which, according to Craig, were used to impress the edges 
and subsequently corrected to a six. The explanation—in some ways more sen- 
sational—that the steel bar was deliberately altered to create an eight seems far less 
plausible. 

Although Halfpennies dated 1688 were recorded by the Rev. Henry Christmas (as 
were Farthings), possibly on the basis of a coin similar to the present one, and 
subsequently noted by both Batty and Montagu, on his authority, they were unknown 
to Peck and, to our knowledge, none have some to light since publication of the BM 
catalogue. In view of this, their existence must be considered extremely doubtful. 


William and Mary (1688-1694) 


1690, struck in tin with copper plug, edge NVMMORVM+FAMVS © 1690 4% 
(BMC —). Obverse with some marginal blisters of corrosion but 
otherwise extremely fine, reverse disfigured by two large badly corroded 
areas, edge reading unrecorded. 
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Another, date and edge reading uncertain. With little wear from circulation, 
but edge severely corroded and some blisters at margins and elsewhere. 


1694 Pattern, conjoined busts r., rev. Britannia seated on globe I., arm 
supporting a spear, r. hand holding a spray of leaves, date below, on a 
large, oversize (33mm) flan, edge plain (BMC 599). Fine only, but very 
rare. 


1694 (BMC 602). Has been coated, though colour not unpleasing, otherwise 
very fine. 


1694, reads -MARIA - in error (BMC —). From a rusty and somewhat worn 
die, with some weak or flat areas, otherwise about very fine, very rare. 


A number of variations of punctuations, errors of spelling, etc., not noticed by Peck 
have appeared on the market in recent years. A record of a great number of these— 
not formally published but available in typescript—has been made by Michael J. 
Mangahas of Oakton, Virginia. However, this variety is not among those he notes. 


1694, reads BRITANNIA -, with last 1 over A (BMC 604%). Fine, very rare. 


Bt. locally. 


1694, struck over a Charles II Halfpenny (BMC 606). Good fine, extremely 
rare; believed to be ex Peck Collection. 


Published by Peck from this (?) coin. Two appearances in the commercial literature 
noted (possibly duplicating the same coin). Peck kept a detailed record of his 
collection, now housed at Spink & Son, but only some of his coins have been 
photographed and his tickets were simply small card roundels with the BMC number 
noted in pencil, many of which, perhaps the majority, have been discarded. For this 
reason it 1s often difficult or impossible to verify a Peck pedigree, particularly if a coin 
has changed hands several times. 


1694, struck on a thick (2.5mm) flan, wt. 231.75grs. (BMC —). Colour a 
trifle dull, but about very fine and excessively rare. Ex Glendining & Co., 
7.9.83, lot 185. 


Unpublished by Peck, nor recorded by Mangahas. No other specimens noted on the 
market and possibly the only extant example. 


1694 Proof, variety b with no stop after BRITANNIA. T-M about Imm apart, 
and no flaw on reverse rim (BMC 613). Extremely fine, toned and 
extremely rare. Ex Bergne, Brice, Montagu (part IV, 114), Bliss, 
Wheeler, Bagnell, and Norweb (English part 2, 466) Collections. 
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Undated Pattern or Medallet, small bust of William II] r., rev. small bust of 
Mary, legends around (BMC 636); another, without legends (BMC 
637). Fine or better, second rare. 


William III (1694-1702) 


1695 (BMC 638). Very fine or a little better, portrait pleasing for issue. 


1696 (BMC 641). Some flaking to metal, notably obverse, and a little weak in 
places, but with very little wear and otherwise extremely fine, attractive 
chocolate patina, very rare in this state. Ex Glendining & Co. 7.9.83, lot 
188 (part). 


Another. Part of armour, and corresponding area of reverse, flat and fabric a 
little coarse in places, but with virtually no wear and otherwise extremely 
fine, with a most attractive patina. Ex Glendining & Co. 7.9.83, lot 189 
(part). 


1696, reads GVLIEMVS in eror, no stop after GVLIEMvs (BMC 642). Fair only 
and date worn flat, otherwise comparable to the BMC plate coin, 
extremely rare. 


Another example (SCMB July 1971, K7044 described as fine) noted, but no others 
described as fine or better have been traced in the commercial literature. 


1697, obverse from double struck die, with M small and out of alignment 
(BMC 644). Chip to edge and noticeable metal flaw on hair, good fine 
and comparable to the BMC plate coin, very rare. Ex Glendining & Co. 
7.9.83, lot 189 (part). 


1697 (BMC 647). About very fine. 
Another. A Jittle weak in places, very fine. 


1697, reads BRITA NIA: (BMC 650). Surface granular, fair, very rare. 


Peck notes ‘‘Not necessarily a genuine error; the missing N is more probably due to 
weakness on the die—note the weak arm. Another specimen exists (L.V.W. Wright) 
showing the same weakness, but from a slightly different die, which is rather 
puzzling”. The latter coin (Wright) and the one in the Ashmolean Museum were the 
only examples known to Peck. A further example in reasonably good state has been 
seen on the market by the present owner on which he believes could be discerned 
some very faint evidence of the missing N which supports Peck’s conclusion. 


1697, no stop after date?, fair; 1698 (BMC 651), fine, portrait pleasing; 
another, different dies; another (BMC 674), both fine, but last with flaw 
to rim; 1699, BRITANNIA - (BMC 676), poor, extremely rare; 1699, 
GVLIEMVS: (BMC 677), fair, very rare. 
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1699, no stop after date (BMC 675). Very fine, portrait perhaps a shade 
better for issue and patina pleasing, but with some flaking to surface and 
rim noticeably flawed. 


1699, BRITAN IA in error (BMC 678). About very fine, portrait bold and with 
good detail, excessively rare. Ex SCA 14 (311) and SNC May 1976 
(3996). 


No specimen known to Peck who remarked ‘“‘Bramah 13a; not traced; doubtful”. 
Two other appearances noted on the market in recent years, sold these rooms 
13.11.68 (342, worn) and 14.6.72 (432 pt. [possibly this coin] described as fine). 


1699 (BMC 687); 1699, stop after date (BMC 688); 1699, BRITANNIA: (BMC 
689); 1699, no stop after GVLIELMvs (BMC 693*); 1700 (BMC 696); 
1700, BRITANNIA - (BMC 697). Second poor, others mostly about fine. 
Fourth very rare and ex Pegg (456 pt.). 


1699, no stop after BRITANNIA (BMC —). Obverse about very fine, reverse 
fine. Bt. locally. 


Not noted by Peck or Mangahas, presumably at least rare, but number extant difficult 
to assess. 


1700, BRITA NNIA without stop (BMC 698). Obverse about very fine, reverse 
fine, very rare. Bt. locally. 
Only two appearances noted in the commercial literature. 

1700, | over E in GVLIELMvs (BMC —). Obverse fine, but a little discoloured, 
reverse fair. 


Noted by Mangahas (SCMB January, 1974, possibly this coin). No stop after 
BRITANNIA can be seen but perhaps wear accounts for it’s absence; both A’s in 
BRITANNIA appear to be unbarred. 


1701, reads BRITANNIA - (BMC 703). Fine. 


1701, reads GVLIEMVS - TERTIVS: and BRITANNIA -, large 0 in date (BMC 705). 
Some corrosion at edge, otherwise about very fine, the inverted A’s 
particularly clear. Ex SCA 21, lot 688. 


George I (1714-1727) 
1717 (BMC 768). Toned, good very fine. 
7. no stops: om obverse, 171S, 1721 (ever 0), 1721, 1722... 1723, 1724 


(BMC 769, 774, 796, 797, 800, 803, 806). Third with hair worn a little 
flat, others generally fine or very fine and bold, pleasing examples. 
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1719, type 2, obverse 1, plain edge (BMC 791). Evidence of light cleaning at 
sometime, toned and better than very fine. 


1720 (BMC 795). With a few minor marks, but otherwise extremely fine, 
traces of original colour. 


George II (1727-1760) 


Young Head 


ice! (BMC 830). Extremely fine, colour superb, with traces of original 
ustre. 


1730 (BMC 836). Extremely fine, some striations and weak areas on reverse, 
excellent colour, with traces of original lustre. Ex SCA 20, lot 361, pt. 


1730, reads GEORGIVS in error, no stop after BRITANNIA (BMC 837). 
Extremely fine or virtually so, toned, reverse with hint of original colour. 
Possibly from the Peck collection. 


1730, stop after date (BMC 838). Very fine. Ex Glendining & Co. 7.9.83, lot 
208. 


1732 (over 1), no stop after BRITANNIA (BMC —). Very fine. Ex Glendining 
& Co., 7.9.83, lot 209. 


Not recorded by Peck or Mangahas. Two other examples noticed in commerce, 
SCMB, August, 1978 (fine) and SNC, May, 1984 (extremely fine). 


1733, with B-shaped 3’s (BMC 845, cf. footnote). Extremely fine, traces of 
original red. 


1731, 1731, without stop after BRITANNIA, 1734 (over 3?), 1735, 1736, 1737, 
1738 (BMC 840, 841, 846, 849, 850, 851, 852). Last fine, others very fine 
or a little better. 


1738, v over S in GEORGIVS (BMC —). Toned, some traces of original 
colour, extremely fine. Bt. locally. 


Another example is in the Mangahas collection, 
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1739 (BMC 853). Toned, about extremely fine but from worn, somewhat 
rusty dies. 


Old Head 


1740, 1742, 1743, 1746, 1747, 1750, 1751, 1752 (BMC 870, 872, 873, 376, 
877, 880, 881, 882). One (1750) fine, one (1751) about extremely fine and 
toned, others generally very fine, last knocked to rim. 


1744 and 1745 (BMC 874, 875). Last extremely fine, first nearly so, both 
toned. 


1748 (BMC 878). Extremely fine, attractively toned. 


1749 (BMC 879). Extremely fine, with much original colour, but small patch 
of corrosion on hair and in front of S. 


1753 and 1754 (BMC 883, 884). Both almost extremely fine, first has 
sometime been lightly cleaned, last a little discoloured on reverse. 


George III (1760-1820) 


London (Tower) Coinage 


1771 (BMC 986). Extremely fine or better, with much original colour. 


1772, reads GEORIVS in error (BMC 900). Extremely fine, obverse perhaps 
better, toned and of pleasing colour. 


1774 (BMC 907). Extremely fine or better, with detail generally very sharp, 
toned pleasingly, of excellent colour with traces of original lustre. 
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1788 Pattern by Lewis Pingo, bust r., laureated and cuirassed, rev. Britannia 
standing, facing, on |. a globe, on r. shield, date below, 37mm (BMC 
— Extremely fine, toned, very rare. Ex Glendining & Co., 4.4.79, lot 
368. 


Birmingham (Soho) Coinage 


1788 Pattern by Droz (early Soho), edge RENDER TO CESAR etc., followed by 
two trefoils and a flower (BMC 945). Slightly mishandled and colour 
somewhat dull, obverse about extremely fine, reverse a trifle rubbed and 
nearly so, extremely rare. 


Only two appearance in the commercial literature noticed, duplicating the same coin 
(SNC October, 1973, and December, 1976). 


1790 Pattern by Droz (early Soho), edge RENDER TO CESAR etc., bronzed 
(BMC 953). With a few light surface marks, extremely fine and very rare, 
dark bronzed finish. 


A number of appearances on the market noted; rare, without question, but perhaps 
rather less so than Peck believed. 


1790 Pattern by Droz (early Soho), edge RENDER TO CESAR etc., pale gilt 
(BMC 955). Rather scuffed, very fine. 


Many appearances in the commercial literature traced; Peck’s assessment of its rarity 
is probably far too high. 


1788 Pattern by Droz (late Soho), edge RENDER TO CESAR etc., silver plated 
(at Soho) (BMC 964). Test scrape on edge and a little rubbed, about 
extremely fine, deeply toned, rare. Ex SCA 6, lot 751. 


1790 Pattern by Droz (late Soho), from Bermuda Penny obv. die, edge 
RENDER TO CESAR, etc., bronzed (BMC 977 copper). From a very rusty 
reverse die, obverse a little dulled and with some fingermarks, otherwise 
practically as struck, very rare, unrecorded by Peck with a bronzed 
finish. 


1790 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Droz, bronzed (BMC 990). With 
characteristic die flaws and rust marks and imperfectly bronzed, a little 
rubbed, almost extremely fine, rare. 
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Undated Restrike ‘Nude Britannia” Pattern (Taylor), after Droz, bust r., 


eagle’s head below, rev. nude figure of Britannia seated on a globe to l., 
without date or legend, bronzed (BMC 994 Obv. A). Almost as struck 
and extremely rare. 


Arguably, one of Droz’s most famous designs, his figure of Britannia nude is only 
known (with the exception of a unique trial from a different die) from the various 
strikings made by Taylor in a variety of metals and finishes from the original die. For 
this reason—as Peck points out—it is only strictly correct to call these restrikes if the 
term is employed to embrace such unauthorised or unofficial strikings. The number 
of bronzed examples of BMC 994 extant is difficult to judge but is presumably very 
small. Peck only knew of the BM (ex Weightman) specimen and only two appear- 
ances in the commercial literature have been traced (these rooms, 12.3.1970 and 
SNC March, 1971). 


1788 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Droz, bronzed (BMC 1003). Bronzed 


finish very slightly dappled on obverse, practically as struck, rare. 


1788 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Droz, bronzed (BMC 1005). Practically 


as struck and rare. 


1788, 1790, 1791 and 1795 Restrike Patterns (Taylor) after Droz, in 


aluminium (4) (BMC 1014, 1008, 1011, 1018). First and last badly 
disfigured by corrosion, other two about very fine but both have been 
cleaned and show some pitting, especially the third, but all extremely 
rare. 


The completely anachronistic aluminium patterns are among the most intriguing and 
curious of Taylor’s restrikes. They must have been made either very late in his 
career—Taylor’s death in 1886 came only two years after the metal was first 
manufactured—or by one of his sons. The earliest recorded date of an example 
appearing on the market the cataloguer has been able to trace is 1888—a 1799 pattern 
Halfpenny (BMC 1258A) in the Leicester collection sold by Sotheby (15.6.1888, lot 
13, part—described as pewter); the same coin as that recently offered at auction on 
the London market by Spink (Norweb part 2, lot 370). 


1790 Restrike “‘Nude Britannia” Pattern (Taylor) after Droz, nude figure of 


Britannia seated on a globe to |., without legend or date, rev. Britannia, 
draped, seated on a globe, date and signature in exergue, gilt (BMC 
1020). With pale, rather dull yellow gilding characteristic of Taylor's 
work, and rust marks and flaws on reverse typical of die state, a trifle 
rubbed on high points, extremely fine and very rare. 


*337. Another, but bronzed (BMC 1021). Practically as struck, rare.

1795 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Kuchler and Droz, large head r., 


undraped and laureated, SOHO between two floral ornaments and 
legend on broad raised rim, rev. Britannia seated on globe to I., broad 
raised rim, narrowed at base, bronzed, plain (BMC 1051). Dark 
bronzed finish, with a few scattered specks of vertigris and minor surface 
marks, but practically as struck, rare. . 
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1795 Restrike Pattern (Taylor), obv. similar to last, rev. from same die as 
last, but when in a slightly more worn state, bronzed (BMC 1053). 
Obverse a little discoloured, extremely fine, or better, pale bronzed 
finish, rare. 


1797 Pattern, “Cartwheel” type (early Soho) by Kuchler, bust I., draped 
and laureated, rev. Britannia, in long clinging drapery, |., seated on 
rock, amidst waves, all within broad raised rims, edge obliquely 
grained, gilt (BMC 1152). With some hairline scratches and a few other 
light marks to surface, otherwise better than extremely fine and brilliant. 
Ex SCA 6, lot 759. 


Another, as last but from a different obverse die, edge plain, gilt (BMC 
1156). Rather mishandled, better than very fine but with some hairlines 
and other marks, sometime cleaned and fields lacking full brilliance, 
rare. 


1797 Pattern, “‘Cartwheel” type (late Soho), similar, same obverse die as 
last, plain edge, copper (BMC 1158A). Detail generally very sharp and 
better than extremely fine, toned, spot of vertigris on obverse, rare. 


Noted by Peck as extremely rare and published from his own specimen, but a number 
have been seen on the market and the coin is almost certainly less rare than he 
thought. 


1797 Restrike Pattern, ““Cartwheel” type (Taylor) after Kuchler, from a 
worn Soho die, bronzed (BMC 1161). Practically as struck, rare. 


Another, from altered Soho dies, bronzed (BMC 1173). Extremely fine, 
rare. 


1799 Pattern by Kuchler (early Soho), crowned draped bust r., hair curling 
behind neck and below shoulder, on lowest fold of drapery, rev. as the 
current coin, edge obliquely grained, bronzed (BMC — obv. KH10). 
Practically as struck, extremely rare. 


This combination of dies not published by Peck and believed to be otherwise 
unrecorded. 

1799 Pattern by Kuchler (early Soho), similar to Currency coin, grained 
edge, gilt (BMC 1233). Brilliant and practically as struck. 
Peck remarks “by far the best of the seven K. patterns. The fine detail, e.g. the 


delicate leaf veins and striated ribands, should be specially noted.” 


Another, but bronzed (BMC 1234). Dark bronzed finish, extremely fine. 
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Another, copper (BMC 1235). Extremely fine or better. 


1799 Pattern by Kuchler (late Soho), from current obverse die and 
retouched current reverse die, grained edge, gilt (BMC 1243). Has been 
cleaned and with hairlines evident on close inspection, otherwise ex- 
tremely fine, brilliant. 


Another, same dies but with flaw down the side of the first G in GEORGIUS, 
grained edge, copper (BMC —, cf. 1245). Extremely fine, toned, with 
traces of lustre. 


This die state only known to Peck from bronzed specimens. Another example in 
copper noted on the market (SNC March 1972, 3319, described as mint state). 


1799 Proof, grained edge, copper (BMC 1253). Edge slightly nicked, almost 
as struck, very rare. 


1799 Proof, grained edge, copper (BMC 1253), edge slightly nicked, almost 
as struck, very rare; currency coin (BMC 1248), about extremely fine, 
toned. 


We are reasonably certain that the first coin is a proof, the texture of the field and 
absence of wavy unevenness, together with the sharpness of detail certianly suggest 
one, although both the A and first N of BRITANNIA are weak. Those examples 
known to Peck (three, all in his own collection) were all from different dies. On this 
specimen there is a thin flaw extending from the mouth giving the appearance of a 
tongue poked out; this flaw may not have gone unnoticed and it is not implausible 
that this die was subsequently either discarded or repolished. 


1799 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Kuchler, large bust, crowned and 
draped, rev. as BMC KH11, all retouched and altered, plain edge, 
bronzed (BMC 1258). Extremely fine and rare. Ex Christie, Manson & 
Woods, 7.5.1980, lot 573. 


1799 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Kuchler, bronzed (BMC 1260). Practi- 
cally as struck. 


1805 Pattern by Kuchler, ‘‘Britanniarum” type (early Soho), draped bust r., 
laureate, K on truncation, rev. BRITANNIARUM above, 1805 below, edge 
obliquely grained, copper (BMC 1300). Practically as struck, slightly 
dusty tone, with traces of original brilliance, excessively rare. Ex Chris- 
tie, Manson & Woods, 7.5.1980, lot 574. 


Peck could only verify the BM (ex Freudenthal) specimen, and no other examples 
have been noticed on the market, though two examples described as bronzed were 
sold in these rooms 19.7.1965 (353 pt. and 355 pt.). 
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1805 Pattern by Kuchler, ‘“BRITANNIARUM” type (late Soho), grained edge, 
bronzed (BMC 1303). Extremely fine, rare. Ex Christie, Manson & 
Woods, 7.5.1980, lot 575. 


1805 Pattern by Kuchler “F.D./BRITANNIARUM” type (late Soho), from obv. 
die of 1799 Halfpenny, BMC KH1S5, rev. from die of BMC KH30, 
struck en medaille, edge plain, 30.5mm, bronzed (BMC —, cf. 1305). 
Extremely fine, extremely rare, unknown to Peck with a plain edge. 


1805 Restrike Pattern (Taylor) after Kuchler, “BRITANNIARUM”’ type, 
bronzed (BMC 1309). Practically as struck but obverse slightly disco- 
loured. 


1805 Proofs (3) in gilt, bronzed copper and copper (BMC 1362, 1363, 1364). 
Generally a little rubbed, extremely fine.

(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility for the authenticity, attribution, 
genuineness, origin, authorship, date, age, period, condition or quality of any lot, 
unless they have been instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, and in such case 
the Auctioneers do so as agents of the vendor and are not themselves responsible for 

such claims. 

(c) All statements, whether printed in the catalogue or made orally, as to any of the 
matters set out in (b) above are statements of opinion only and are not to be taken as 
being or implying any warranties or representations of fact by Glendining & Co., 
unless they have been instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, and in such case 
the Auctioneers do so as agents of the vendor and are not themselves responsible for 
such claims.

vendor because they act as agents for the vendor only and therefore do not pay out to the 
vendor until payment is received from the buyer. Instructions given by telephone are 
accepted at the sender’s risk and must be confirmed in writing forthwith. 


In the event of a sale by private treaty both the vendor and the buyer agree to be bound by 
the General and any Special Conditions of Sale. 


VENDORS CONDITIONS 


. Instructions. As Glendining & Co. are auctioneers, all goods delivered to Glendining & 


Co.’s premises will be deemed to be delivered for sale by auction unless otherwise 
previously stated in writing and will be catalogued and sold at Glendining & Co.’s 
discretion and accepted by Glendining & Co. subject to all the Sale Conditions. By 
delivering the goods to Glendining & Co. for inclusion in their auction sales each vendor 
acknowledges that he or she has accepted and agreed to be bound by all these Conditions.

. Storage. Glendining & Co. reserve the right to store or arrange for the storage of goods

They exempt themselves from any liability for loss or damage to goods delivered to their sale

. Reserves.
